W aeh’ngton, Feb. 9—(PP)—A bill 
providing for the settlement of the 
(ireek war debt of $18,125,000 to 
the United States was passed to­ 
day by the senate and sent to 
President Coolidge. 
The measure stipulates that the 
debt shall be funded over a period 
of sixty-two years. 
It provides for 
a further loan to Greece of $12,* 
167.000 to be secured by twenty 
year Grecian gold bonds bearing 
four per cent interest.

Washington, Feb. 9— (IP)— Re­ 
turning today from a visit with 
Herbert Hoover in Florida, Sena­ 
tor Smoot, of Utah, said he ex­ 
pected an extra session of the new 
congress 
to 
be 
called early in 
April and to be limited to tariff 
revision and farm relief. 
The senator, chairman of the 
finance 
committee 
which 
will 
handle the tariff bill in the senate, 
Urged that the tariff revision be 
confined to agricultural products 
and a scattering of 
other 
com­ 
modities which may need protec­ 
tion. He announced firmly against 
general revision. 
The entire scale of agricultural 
products could well stand increas­ 
es In tariff rates, the Utah senator 
believed. 
He also 
thought 
that 
the finer grades 
of 
cotton 
and 
yarns deserved greater protection 
and he said 
the 
sugar 
duties 
would be increased. 
The senator, however, brought 
back very little gossip about th* 
all-absorbing 
t o p i c 
worrying 
Washington— who will comprise 
the Hoover cabinet. 
He expressed 
doubt that one 
of 
his 
friends. 
Lewis S. Cates, of Utah, would be 
named to the cabinet but he gave 
no intimation of who would. 
Meet Oyer in July 
Cates had been mentioned as 
secretary of interior. 
Smoot in­ 
dicated the president-elect still has 
several names under consideration 
for that post. 
He, however, did 
believe Mr. Hoover had in mind t® 
take advantage in some way of 
the engineering skill of the Utah 
man. 
As for the other cabinet 
Jobs, the senator said he was not 
at liberty to talk but he did not 
think that definite decisions had 
been reached. 
The extra session in the opinion 
of Senator Smoot can be conclud­ 
ed by July. 
While he indorsed general up­ 
ward revision of the rates on agri­ 
cultural commodities, he warned 
that “ there is no use talking of 
a $1 a bushel duty on wheat and 
a tripling of the rates on eggs.” 
He brought home no ideas about 
the farm relief 
question, 
which 
will be entrusted to the cares of 
the agriculture committee. If Mr. 
Hoover has a definite farm relief 
program he did not know about it.

TEXTILE WORK 


Rhode Island Official Ad­ 
dresses Meeting at 
New York City 


New York, Feb. 9 — (IF)—James 
G. Connolly, lieutenant governor of 
Rhode Island, in an address tonight- 
said the south no longer held auy 
threat for the textile industry of 
New England, which he predicted 
would win the trade in its entirety 
in the next decade. 
“The south, which for soma time 
threatened to mark the slow ex­ 
termination of textile New England, 
can no longer hold a threat for us, 
for there is a general tendency to 
return to the fold,” he said at the 
fifth annual dinner of the Rhode 
Island Society of New York at tile 
Hotel Astor. “New York, the heart 
of the business world, 
is 
close 
enough to New England to be the 
real center for marketing the fin­ 
ished products of our mille.” 
He said that northern mill men 
had complained that the initial out 
lay for starting a mill in the south 
was tremendous, for after schools 
homes, churches and a plant were 
established the total cost was far 
in excess of the to-called high cost 
of labor in tho north. 
“Rhode Island in particular and 
New England in general is rapidly 
regaining its prestige and place in 
the field of 
manufacturing,” 
he 
sa‘d. 
“In the past nine weeks, in 
one section of our 
state 
alone, 
eleven new industries have moved 
in, which will bring to Rhode Is­ 
land an added yearly payroll of 
$2,000,000.” 
Mr. Connolly suggested the for­ 
mation in New York of a New 
England society to be composed of 
the six state organizations, whose 
aim would bo to promote goodwill 
for New England as a living, recre­ 
ational community. 
Such an or- 
gan'zatlon could work 
with 
the 
Now England council and assist in 
the placing of new industries there.

Rescuers Seek to 
Reach 3 Miners 
Following Blast 


Bower, W. Va., Fob. 9—(IP)- Res­ 
cuers tonight were pushing their 
way into the inner recesses of the 
No. 3 mine of the West Virginia 
Coal St Coko company in search 
of three men missing following an 
explosion in the workings today. 
The blast occurred ut a fortunate 
hour for other employes of the 
mine. Between 25 and 30 were due 
to enter it for their day's work at 
the time of the detonation, hut 
company officials suld so far as 
they knew the three missing men 
were the only ones inside. 
If any 
others 
had 
gone 
underground, 
through any of the various entries 
back in tho hills, they escaped the 
way they entered, officials reported. 
The missing men are A. L. Lewis, 
a pumper, and Marvin Guff and 
Luke West, miners. Company res­ 
cue crews expected 
during 
the 
night to reach tho section where 
they were believed to have been 
working. 
As tho mine is located in an iso­ 
lated section of Braxton county, 25 
miles from un improved road, the 
•ompany was forced to depend vir 
tually upon its own resource© for 
rescue work. Two mille inspectors 
were sent to the scene from Clarks­ 
burg, making the trip on horse­ 
back. The cause of tho explosion 
described as local in its effect, was 
undetermined.

Lent begins nexf 
Wednesday. 
The following Lenten regulations 
have been ann on need by Fit. Rev. 
Bishop Paul Joseph 
Nussbaum, 
of tho diocese of Marquette and 
Sault Ste. Marie: 
1—-The law of fasting limits 
the quantity and kind 
of 
food 
that may be taken. 
2— The law of fasting 
as 
to 
quantity permits only 
one 
full 
meal a duy; custom allows a cup 
of coffee, tea or chocolate and a 
small piece of bread In the m orn­ 
ing and in the evening a collation 
not exceeding a fourth part of an 
ordinary meal. 
It is lawful 
to 
take the collation at noon 
and 
dinner or principal meal In the 
evening. 
3— All days of Lent except Sun­ 
day are fast days. 
4— All who 
have 
completed 
their tw’enty-first year, and who 
have not entered, upon their six­ 
tieth year are obliged to fast. 
5— The law of fasting 
as 
to 
kind of food forbids the use 
of 
flesh meat or the Juice of meat; 
hut does not forbid eggs, 
milk 
and its products, nor the use of 
drippings from 
animal 
fat 
in 
cooking or seasoning food. 
6— The 
law 
of 
abstinence 
obliges all who have 
completed 
their seventh year of age. 
7— Davs of abstinence are All 
Fridays of the year; Ash 
Wed­ 
nesday; 
Wednesdays 
in 
Lent; 
(this by Papal indult 
for 
the 
Fnited 
States 
permitting 
the 
transfer of the Saturday 
Lenten 
abstinence to Wednesday) Ember

should consult their confessor or 
pastor for advice or dispensation. 
10— By general Papal 
indult, 
we permit working 
people 
and 
their families the use

flesh 
meat at the 
principal 
common 
meal on all fast and abstinence 
days throughout the year, except­ 
ing all Fridays, Ash Wednesday, 
Wednesdays and Saturday fore­ 
noon of Holy Week and the vigil 
of Christmas. 
11— Persons excused 
or 
dis­ 
pensed from the fast 
or 
absti­ 
nence. or both 
should 
perform 
other good works of charity, each 
as alms giving 
and 
additional 
devotional exercises. 
12.— The Easter time, in which 
all Catholics, who have come to 
the age of discretion are bound to 
receive Holy Communion w orth­ 
ily extends from the first Sunday 
of Lent February 17th to Trinity 
Sunday, May 26th. 1929.

Time Is Favorable For 
Home Building-Babson 


Babson Park, Florida, 
Feb. 8. 
Roger W. Babson says that now 
is a favorable time to build your 
own home. 
In his statement this 
week 
on 
the 
subject 
he 
also 
points out that speculative con- 
rtruction is slowing down under 
the influence of 
higher 
money 
rates. 
There Is, however, plenty 
of money available for the home 
builder. 
“ Recent statistics indicate that 
building activity is slowing down 
somewhat under the pressure of 
unfavorable interest rates. While 
there is no general building de­ 
pression in sight there is evidence 
of marked decline in speculative 
construction. 
The 14 per cent 
drop in residential 
building 
In 
December, 
1928, 
was 
caused 
largely by abandonment of many 
speculative apartment operations. 
The cream Is now definitely off 
the speculative building and real 
estate market. 
This 
does 
not. 
however, prevent a large volume 
of construction for specific and 
necessary purposes. 
1928 showed 
a decided gain In volume of pub­ 
lic works 
and 
public 
utilities. 
From all indications this type of 
work will continue 
heavy 
this 
year. 
Road construction should 
prove an important feature. 


( ’hanging Trend in Building. 


“Those who are interested In 
the building industry 
either 
as 
employes, contractors, or mater­ 
ial men, will do well to note the 
changes In trend of building op­ 
erations that, are 
taking 
place. 
These changes are In several di­ 
rections. 
First, more emphasis 
is being placed on construction of 
factories and industrial 
plants, 
owing to the speeding up of indus­ 
trial activity. 
Second, 
less 
em­ 
phasis will be put on speculative 
building, such as apartment hous­ 
es, subdivisions, etc. 
Third, pub­ 
lic works and public utilities, in­ 
cluding road building, electrifica­ 
tion projects, power developments, 
and other engineering works will 
be done in huge volume. 
Plans 
are already laid and financing ar­ 
ranged for a number of import­ 
ant projects of this kind. Fourth, 
the country is at least temporarily 
over-built in stores 
and offices. 
This does not apply to all cities, 
hut to a large 
number 
of them 
and is sufficiently general to af­ 
fect the total. 
“ Study of the contracts award­ 
ed lit December, 1928, 
the 
last 
figures now available, shows that 
a drop in speculative residential 
work is already occurring. 
Total 
residential contracts 
declined 14 
per cent compared with December, 
1927. 
On the other hand, factor­ 
ies, mills, warehouses, etc. gained 
90 per cent. 
Public construction 
also shows a gain.

is, 
of 
course, the slack season for build­ 
ing operations. 
However, 
cur 
rent 
figures 
do 
suggest 
the 
changes in trend to be expected 
at the opening of the more active 
buildius season in the Spring 


Building For a Home Not 
Affected. 
“The money situation 
is cur­ 
tailing speculative 
operations in 
the building field, but so far as I 
have been able to determine there 
is plenty of money available for 
the man who wants to build 
his 
own home. 
Also, conditions are 
now more favorable to the home 
builders than they have been for 
some time. 
Building 
wages are 
still high, hut materials are low­ 
er so that the total cost is about 
5 per cent below the 
Spring 
of 
1928. 
Also, the general slowing 
up in general building makes it 
easier for the 
prospective 
home 
builder to secure favorable 
con­ 
tracts. 
Building labor Is always 
more efficient during seasons of 
competition for work and 
it 
is 
frequently true that a man gets 
more for his money at such ti moi 
even though union wage rates re­ 
main the same. 
“ My observation is that well lo­ 
cated residential laud is increas­ 
ing steadily in value regardless of 
the fortunes or 
misfortunes 
of 
speculative subdivisions. 
There 
is Just so much land 
and 
there 
will never be any more. 
If it is 
located in a growing community, 
and there are no unfavorable lo­ 
cal condition*, it* value fthould In­ 
crease with the growth In wealth 
and prosperity 
of 
the 
country. 
This is particularly true of sub­ 
urban property well connected by 
good roads or rapid transit facil­ 
ities. 
It Is always better to buy 
something of real 
value 
when 
nobody else wants It than to buy 
it when everyone is clamoring for 
it. 
Similarly it is better to buy 
building 
materials, 
labor 
and 
other things that go to 
build 
a 
home when the market 
is 
cl ill I 
than when it is booming. 
This 
applies to building 
your 
own 
home at tile present time. 
Where the Building Dollar hoe*. 
“The Department of Labor has 
just made a very interesting study 
of proportionate costs of material 
and labor in building, In two Mid­ 
dle Western cities and one East­ 
ern city. 
Tile proportion will, of 
course, vary in different parts of 
the country, but these cities are 
reasonably representative, except 
in the case of the extreme South 
or the extreme West. 
It Ir rather 
surprising to find that labor oc­ 
cupies so important a part in res­ 
idential building. 
Forty-stx cents 
out of every dollar spent in build­ 
ing a home goes for 
labor, 
and 
fifty-four 
cents 
for 
materials. 
This emphasizes the importance 
of choosing a time to build when I

crete: 9.3 cents for plumbing; 8.6 
for plastering and 
lathing;

for heating:

cents for miscellaneous items; 2.8 
for electric wiring and fixtures;

cents for excavating and grading;

“ Summarizing the building and 
real estate situation at the 
pre­ 
sent time it is evident 
that 
the 
speculative end of tile 
business 
has been 
temporarily 
overdone, 
and the tightening of 
the money 
situation is definitely unfavorable 
to such activity. On 
the 
other 
hand, there is plenty of money for 
the man who wants to build his 
own home, and 
conditions 
are 
more favorable for such building 
now than during times when he 
has to compete with huge specula­ 
tive operations for men and ma­ 
terials.
